San Francisco learned of the 
presence of enemy planes after 
hours of confused and conflicting 
reports giv en out during a sudden 
early ev ening air raid alarm—first 
on the mainland—and blackout 
lasting two and a half hours. 
Afterward, while searchers still 
sought whereabouts of one group 
of 15 planes that flew southward 
from San Jose, 50 miles south of 
San Francisco, 
blackouts were

isolationist spokesman, said 
today that now that war has 
come "we must meet it 
united Americans” regardless 
of any past attitude toward 
government policy . 
The famed flier, one of the 
principal s p e a k e r s of the 
America First committee, re­ 
leased his statement through 
the national committee head­ 
quarters here. 
He was at 
West Tisbury , Mass., where 1m» 
had declined to see newspaper 
men since hostilities b e g a n 
y esterday . 
“ We have b e e n stepping 
closer to war for 
m a n y 
m on t h s , ” Lindbergh said. 
"Now it has come and we 
must meet it as united Amer­ 
icans, regardless of our a tti­ 
tude in the past toward the 
policy our government has fol­ 
lowed. 
“ Whether or not that policy 
has been wise, our country has 
been attacked by force of 
arms, and by force of arms 
we must retaliate. 
Our own 
defenses and our own military 
position have already b e e n 
neglected too long. 
“ We must now turn every 
effort to building the greatest 
and most efficient army , navy 
and air force in the world. 
When American soldiers go to 
war, it must be with the best 
equipment that modern sldli 
can design and that modern 
industry can build.” 
The America First commit­ 
tee Issued a statement at mid­ 
night last night pledging its 
support to the war effort.

OIL MAT mN WAK 
We » ren’t hearing any more loose talk about 
oil shortag e. The late fiasco on the Eastern Sea­ 
board, when the Secretary of the Interior dis­ 
covered a "shortag e” that was afterwards p roven 
almost comp letely non-ex istent, confused the p o­ 
litical p rop hets of g loom. 
The truth is that this country leads the world 
by so wide a marg in in oil p roduction that there 
simp ly isn’t any comp arison. It holds a similar 
p osition in oil refining cap acity . Equally im­ 
p ortant, it p roduces all but a small fraction of 
the hig h-g rade fuels which are needed for mod­ 
em military eng ines. 
Nature, of course, g ave us our oil reservoirs, 
and we should use them wisely and without 
waste. Oil fields in Orang e county are being 
p rotected at this moment ag ainst attack and 
sabotag e. Oil rig ht now may be the difference 
between defeat and victory in the war with 
Jap an. 
Nature didn’t sup p ly the vast p roduction and 
refining and transp ortation facilities that were 
necessary to draw the oil from the g round and 
turn it into usable fuel. Private enterp rise did 
that. Private enterp rise took the risks and sp ent 
the money . And p rivate enterp rise g ot the re­ 
sults. That is the answer to those who urg e that 
such basic industries as oil should be subjected 
to strang ling control and domination. 
It is often said that oil won the last war for 
the Allies. This time oil is even more imp ortant, 
due to vastly ex p anded mechanization of armies. 


HEALTH OF AMERICAN YOUTH 
The p ercentag e of army selectees rejected for 
p hy sical reasons has been the cause of con­ 
siderable alarm in some circles. Commentators 
have comp ared this p ercentag e with that p re­ 
vailing in World War I and have drawn the 
conclusion that the health of American y outh 
has g one downhill during the entervening twenty - 
odd y ears. 
Here is a case where statistical comp arisons 
alone p rovide a false p icture of actual conditions.- 
For V? draft of World War I and the Selective 
Service Act of 1941 were based on very different 
p rincip les. 
In 1917, when the draft law was p assed, we 
were at war. The Allies, faced with defeat, were 
p leading for men. We were faced with the neces­ 
sity of building a g ig antic conscrip t army in a 
very brief p eriod of time. Only men who were 
obviously unfit were rejected. Almost any man 
who could do work of any kind was accep ted 
and g iven a uniform. 
Comp are that with the p resent—at least up 
until the Jap anese attacked Pearl Harbor on 
Sunday . We were not at war when the Selective 
Service Act was p assed. The Army had an abun­ 
dance of time—or thoug ht it had—to build its 
forces. Army p olicy , as reflected in the act, has 
been to create an army , which, from the p hy sical 
standp oint, will be finer than any thing ever 
imag ined. The p hy sical and mental cap acities of 
men trained for mechanized, hig hly -involved mod­ 
em warfare must be far hig her than were needed 
for the mass land warfare of World War I. In 
short, thus far, the Army has taken only the 
cream of the crop , where before it took all the 
crop .

THE LA YMA N’S A DV A NTA GE 
Those p eop le who believe in a natural re­ 
lig ion—that is that Christianity ex isted before 
the Bible was written, should be able to p ersuade 
p eop le of the imp ortance of adop ting the Chris­ 
tian way of life better than p reachers can p er 
suade them. 
This is true because p eop le often believe that 
p reachers have some selfish motive, some p er 
sonal g ain in having p eop le become Christians. 
Of course, there are many p reachers who do not 
really p reach real Christianity ; some are con­ 
fused; others are moral cowards. They p reach 
mag ic, my sticism, sup ernaturalism, revelations 
and dog mas. Preachers of this kind make it 
harder for p reachers who teach true Christianity 
to g et p eop le to understand it. 
No, a man does not need to be a student of 
theolog y in order to p ersuade p eop le to adop t 
Christian ethics. He just needs to have resp ect 
and g oodwill for, and believe that every human 
being has, inherent rig hts and oblig ations. Then 
he is in a p osition to sell, if y ou p lease, true 
Christianity to other p eop le. 
Preachers alone can do very little to p ersuade 
p eop le to return more nearly to Christianity and 
American p rincip les, as set down by our fore­ 
fathers. The Christian p reacher, who is really 
teaching Christianity and not my sticism, sup er­ 
naturalism and an unnatural relig ion, needs the 
sup p ort of every real Christian seven day s of the 
week. A Christian lay man should not hesitate 
to ask another to take a stand p ublicly ag ainst 
beliefs and customs that interfere with inherent 
rig hts of every human being . This is the essence 
of Christianity —the p ersonality of mankind. Don’t 
leave all the p reaching of the g osp el for the 
p reachers alone to do. Every one must p ut his 
shoulder to the wheel if we are to arouse an ap a­ 
thetic p ublic to recog nize the causes of our con­ 
fusion. 
If a man really believes in Christianity , he 
cannot help but p reach it, whether he be lay ­ 
man or minister.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9 —The man 
who hap p ens to be our war Presi­ 
dent is one of the toug hest men

Seniors 
have had full membership priv­ 
ileges but juniors have had no 
priveleges at all. They couldn’t 
vote, they couldn't even hold ju­

except 
under 
Kaufman’s supervision, they had 
to pay an income tax of 10 per 
cent of their wages up to $50 a 
week and 15 per cent above $50 
and they had to 
work 
extra 


) 


the full pay for this extra work 
to Kaufman and other officers, 
personally. They had to obtain 
a two-thirds vote of the seniors 
present to advance from the sta­ 
tus of junior to senior and pay 
an initiation fee of $500 for such 
advancement which rarely was 
granted except to relatives of the 
officers or relatives of local poli­ 
ticians. There was no question of 
comparative age or skill in the 
distinction between juniors 
and . 
seniors. Both groups include men P 
of all ages and all degrees of pro­ 
ficiency. 
The 
term 
"junior” 
meant "robot” or "slave” 
and 
nothing else. 
But under the constitution of 
the local, the international and 
the AFL, no member, junior or 
senior, had a Chinaman’s chance 
in any protest. Kaufman, a crim­ 
inal, ran the local and Browne, a 
gangster, ran the international, 
so an appeal to the local would 
be turned back, probably with a 
ball bat, and 
an 
appeal 
to 
Browne would only 
evoke 
a 
phone call from Browne to Kauf­ 
man informing him that a squeal­ 
er was crying for his rights, and, 
of course, it w*uld be an, in fact, 
still is impossible to appeal to 
the AFL because the victim is 
required to carry his complaints 
upward through the union courts. 
Even now, with 
Browne 
in 
prison and with Kaufman unddP 
an indictment similar to the one 
of which Browne wa# * convicted, 
no 
member 
can 
appeal t o 
Browne’s successor, Richard 
F. 
Walsh of New York, 
because, 
notwithstanding 
his 
indictment, 
Kaufman remains in authority as 
business agent of the local and 
his slate of supporters 
in 
the 
lesser official positions in the lo­ 
cal area about to be reelected. 
My point of emphasis is that 
under the 
constitution 
of 
the 
AFL all that has been cited here 
is legal and that Kaufman, a 
notorious criminal, who for years 
has robbed union workers of as 
much as $5000 out of the treas­ 
ury, is still the boss of the union 
with full powers. The details may 
be exceptional, although they are 
not rare, but, under the AFL 
system, this condition could

Conviction Of
